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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to correspondence filed October 30, 2008 in 
regards to application 10/674,721. Claims 5, 6,11,12 and 22-26 are pending and have 
been examined. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The amendment filed October 30, 2008 has been accepted and considered in 
this office action. Claims 1-4, 7-10 and 18-21 have been cancelled and claims 24-26 
have been added. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Gregory J. Murgia on January 13, 2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

4t In claim 24, line 3, before "changing", insert -using a processor- 

5. In claim 25, line 4, before "changing", insert -using a processor— 
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6. In claim 26, lines 4 and 6, replace the words "adapted to" with the word -for--. 

7. In claim 26, line 4, replace the word "extract" with -extracting- in line 4 and 

8. In claim 26, line 6, replace the word "change" with -changing- and replace the 
word "unit" with -processor- in line 6. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 4,5,11,12, and 22-26 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: 

10. Regarding claim 24, the prior art of record, alone or in combination, does not 
specifically teach or suggest the limitation of maintaining the fixed codebook gain index 
at a first index increment value for a first portion of a cycle period; and incrementing the 
fixed codebook gain index to a second index increment value for the remaining portion 
in that cycle period. 

1 1 . Claims 5 and 6 are allowable as well as they further limit and are dependent on 
claim 24. 
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12. Claim 25 contains similar allowable limitations as claim 24, as is therefore 
allowable for similar reasons. 

1 3. Claims 1 1 and 1 2 are allowable as well as they further limit and are dependent 
on claim 25. 

14. Claim 26 contains similar allowable limitations as claim 24, as is therefore 
allowable for similar reasons. 

1 5. Claims 22 and 23 are allowable as well as they further limit and are dependent 
on claim 26.
